Not /Be Hurt. 


So Says a Planter Who Wa» With 


the Saoond Louisiana Volunteer

Infantry,: 


Since my return from Cuba wHh the 


Second Louisiana Volunteer infantry 
many inquiries have been made of me 
as to the soil, climate, etc., of Cuba, 
and principally as to the prospects of 
sugar-raising 
in 
competition with 


Louisiana, In my personal .opinion, 
shared by those in Cuba familiar 
existing and probable future condi- 
tions, the. Louisiana planter need have 
no fear of Cuban competition for the 
following reasons: 
- 


1. While, the island -has undoubted- 


ly rich soil and favorable climate, U 
must be recollected that the day of 
cheap labor has gone by in Cuba never 
more to return. Further, it takes 
eighteen months to make a crop and 
transportation to the seaboard is very 
costly. ' ' 
. 


2. There are very few good titles to 


land in Cuba and no mortgage laws, 
and capitalists engaging in the busi- 
ness have to furnish every cent to 
produce, transport, etore and • market 
tateir crops. Bad titles alone will make 
capitalists; cautious and no investment 
of less than $1,000,000 wUl be remnner- 


3. It is so much easier and •simpler 


to raise, cure'and'manufacture tobacco 
that for many years -this wfll be the 
main crop; in fact, a large syndicate 
has now control of this business with 
a capitalization of $6,500,000. 


4.,The banking and monetary sys- 


tems are limited and very poor. It has 
only been lately, with the establish- 
ment of American banks, that a check 
was used in Cuba,. Previously all de- 
positors had 'to draw their money in 
person. 
i 


6. The government of the Island 


either as a colony, territory or "Free 
Cuba" (Cuba- Libre), is bound to be 
costly, for the suppression of brigand- 
age will necessitate a large force of 
military or police; which has to be 
paid for out of-the Island revenues, 
and as real estate is not directly 
taxed, the produce has to bear the 
burden. Again, the wharf monopoly 
and transportation charges are so 
heavy that, with the produce taxes, 
they amount to a very substantial pro- 
tective duty. 
Summary: While soil and climate 


are favorable, "where every prospect 
pleases and only man Is vile," it musl 
be noted in all tropical climates man 
loses that nerve and energy which 
characterizes the American people. So 
If the Louisiana planters will study 
their prime need, which is a good soil, 
imitating the Cuban, soil, which con- 
tains lime In large quantity (due to 
disintegration of coral rock) and. sup- 
ply this deficiency in their own soil by 
superphosphates, making rich, ripe 
cane instead of heavy tonnage of low 
grade; the problem of successful com- 
petition with the world will be solved. 
—Louisiana Planter.

AIDING PB1VATB CHARITIES. 


Should •publdc money 1>e expended in 


aiding private' eharities? There has 
been a sharp issue raised on this point 
by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children in New York city. 
The comptroller of tihat.clty foas Ques- 
tioned the propriety of such uses of 
public moneys, and 'has taken the trou- 
ble to consult many of the men, in 
different parts of the country who haTe 
studied the matter. This was done 
through a committee of the Charity 
Organization Society. The committee 
made a report, an extract from which 
is as follows: . 


"To aid us In this question we have 


sought to ascertain tihe practice of 
other large cities in the United States 
and the views of .persons throughout 
the country -wihose experience and pro- 
fessional Btandilng give weight to their 
opinions^ The result (has brought out 
Che exceptional and unique position 
which New York occupies among all 
American cities in making large grants 
to private charities, and the- equally 
striking unanimity of expert opinion 
against such grants. A large majority 
of th« twenty or more persons with 
whom we have corresponded, and w!ho 
may be regarded as authorities on tihe 
subject, emphatically oppose ^tfhe poHcy 
of apprcfp^tii^fvfottdftlrom, the- public 
treasury to private agencies. They 
take the position that homes for de- 
tectfve children, societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children, child- 
ren's aid societies, newsboys' -homes 
and lodging houses, orphan asylums, 
homes for the aged, general hospitals, 
special (hospitals, dispensaries, homes 
for fallen women, general relief socie- 
ties, special societies of various kinds 
having relief funds, bureaus of chart-. 
ties and charity organization societies 
should .all be private charities, sus- 
tained entirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions." 


Some of the. replies received by the 


committee express positive views: 


• Prof. John graham Brooks, lecturer 
n economic and social topics, "writes: 
"That the giving of puttie, money to 
the unweeded mass of private charities 
la a dismal failure la clear enough, 
and two-tiMrds of it ought clearly to 
be stopped at the earliest possibly 
date." 


Prof. Henry W. Parnam of Yale 


University writes: "On general prin- 
ciples I feel strongl^ OBBO$«d 'to-the 
practice of supporting so-called private 
charities from public funds. A charity 
wfikih ds supported <by taxation ceases, 
In 'my judgment, "to that extent -to be 
a real charity." 


Ernest P. feicknell,' General Super-

"Replying to your inquiry of the 2Sd 


inst., concerning the apportionment of 
city money to private charitable insti- 
tutions, would say that in my opinion 
the only safe rule ia to give public 
money only to public institutions."

berry and harvest fields of,Pennsylva- 
nia. Male labor is scarce. Near Read- 
ing the young men have gone into the 
factories. The daughters of the well- 
to-do farmers, educated girls, help in 
the field, and invite tbe city girls to 
join them in haying and harvesting 
parties. There is no degradation in it 
They work hard, binding sheaves of 
wheat, wear gloves, eat heartily, sleep 
soundly, and have a good time of it. 
And the girls are.paid for their work. 


One of the brilliant society women of 


Philadelphia—the wife of a high offi- 
cer In the Federal Government—was 
in the habit, thirty year* ago, of taking 
several of her young female friends to 
her fatber'* farm on .the Suaquebanna 
river, during the rammer montht, and, 
under intelligent direction, worked on 
the farm systematically.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Rear Ad- 


mirar William T. Sampson has filed 
suit in the Supreme Court of the dis- 
trict, libeling the Spanish vessel Maria 
Teresa and miscellaneous- stores and 
supplies captured upon her and other 
Spanish vessels. In his bill be says 
that he brings the suit in his. own be- 
half and also in behalf of all the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the United 
States navy who served with the 
United States naval force and took 
part. In the naval engagement of, San- 
tiago de Cuba on July 8, 1898,. and In 
captures made subsequent thereto. 


Admiral Sampson says that the fleet 


of the United States was acting under 
his immediate command as Command- 
er-in-Chief; that Commodore Winfleld 
S. Schley was the commanding officer 
of a division of the'fleet under his or- 
ders and Captain French E. Chadwlck 
was Fleet Captain, or Chief of Staff. He 
recites the capture of the Spanish ves- 
sels and says that the captured prop- 
erty has been or will be surveyed, ap- 
praised and inventoried, adding, "This 
will show that the Teresa was worth 
$700,000 over and above 'the cost of re-: 
covery." 
He asks that the Secretary of the 


Navy be required to show why the val- 
ue of the captured property shown, or 
which may be shown by the survey, 
appraisal or inventory, should hot be 
deposited with the Treasurer of the 
United States, subject to the order of 
the court in this case.

a Week. 


The second-rate protected cruiser 


Boston, from Manila via Hongkong, 
Nagasaki and Yokohama, is at anchor 
in Naval Row. Flying from her main 
is 
the 
homewardbound 
pennant, 


which tells that as soon as San Fran- 
cisco is reached she will go out of 
commission. On her decks are sun- 
browned men who have been under 
Dewey in the battle of Manila and aft- 
erwards cruising about the neighbor- 
ing harbors of the Philippines—some 
who were at Guam with the Charles- 
ton; others who were in the fight off 
Santiago and from Cuban waters were 
transferred to the Asiatic squadron not 
too late to fire a few shots at the Fili- 
pinos. 


Shots poured thick and fast at the 


Boston as she sailed with the fleet 
into Manila Bay on the day of the fa- 
mous naval battle and a few scars 
show where the doughty vessel was 
struck. But now there are relics scat- 
tered about in the rooms of the officers 
of the victory. In Lieutenant Com- 
mander Hughes' quarters is a painting 
by some Filipino artist of the present 
' Queen Regent of Spain.—"Not half 
bad," said jovial Lieutenant Command- 
er W. H. Allen. "Don't know who did 
it, but I assure you we all respect the 
subject and the artist too, who ever he 


°was." Then the ship's bell itself is 


an affair more or less elaborate, hav- 
ing come off the Spanish gunboat Don 
Antonio de Ulloa.—"A long name, too," 
smiled Chief Engineer Roberts, "but a 
good sounding bell for (apologetically) 
ours was cracked you know, and we 
needed a new one." Here and there 
one sees mementoes of the war which 
these heroes are bringing home—ugly 
daggers, curious knives and odds and 
ends from our new possessions. 


After the battle of Manila the Bos- 


ton went to Hollo, where alone and 
unassisted she reduced that fort and 
finally the whole of Cebu, 


But few of the original men of the 


Boston who sailed from Honolulu in 
February, '96, are with her now.

First His Lordship, the 


shall for the future confine 


Bishop, 
himself 


strictly to the Episcopal duties of his 
office as laid down by English 
and 


American Ecclesiastical law, and not 
interfere with the parochial duties of 
the priests, or other officers of the Dio- 
cese;- he shall, however, exercise and 
enjoy such rights and privileges as 
are exercised by every English and 
American Bishop, but 'none else. 


Second. The clergy shall be per- 


mitted, unmolested, to perform the 
duties of the various offices they hold, 
and each shall enjoy and exercise all 
the rights andj>rivileges attached to 
the office he may hold? as laid down 
by English or American ecclesiastical 
aw, but none else. 
Third. The laity, whether in or out 


of office, shall exercise and enjoy the 
rights and privileges accorded to the 
aity by the Church of England or the 
United States, but none els.e. 


Fourth. There shall be- a Mission 


Board of six members, two members 
elected by each of the three congrega- 
tions of the Church in Honolulu, who 
shall receive and disburse all mission- 
ary funds of the Diocese, as they con- 
sider best, excepting always the stipend 
of the Bishop, over which they shall 
have no control, unless requested by 
the Bishop. This board shall exist 
only until there shall be a meeting of 
a lawful Synod, when a new Board 
shalljAe elected by it. The election 
of the members of Hhe Mission Board 
shall be annual. 


Fifth. His Lordship, the Bishop, and 


the people shall appeal to the English 
fcurch authorities to release their 
jurisdiction over this Diocese, and ap- 
peal to the Church of the United 
States to be admitted therein. 


Sixth. A Dean and Chapter shall 


not be deemed to exist in this Diocese 
until such time as it may be lawfully 
called into existence by the incorpora- 
tion of the Government of the country, 
and such organization shall not be 
formed against the general .wish of the

For Trial. 


Results of Investigation by Ja- 


pan** Pojlo» Show Ci*ar 


Again*'- tha American 


Robert Miller, the American accused 


of having perpetrated the horrible 
triple murder in Yokohama recently, 
has had hia preliminary examination 
in a Japanese court and has been com- 
mitted for trial on the charge of wil- 
ful murder. From the statement of 
the Judge who conducted the prelimi- 
nary examination, U»e following «acts 
are taken by the^Japan Mail. Hobert 
Milterr-an American citizen 49 years 
of age, served a* an Able-bodied sea- 
man on She American ship Tam-o'- 
Shanter,' where he gained a very bad 
character for violence and brutality. 
On April 27 he deserted from the ship 
in Yokohama harbor and thenceforth 
became a loafer in «hat place. He had 
*a sum of 44 yen when foe deserted, and 
he spent part of the money at a drink- 
tag saloon and lodging house kept by 
a Japanese woman, Tonooka Suye. He 
ingratiated himself Tfiih. Suye by col- 
lecting debts from her foreign custom- 
ers, seamen and such folk, some of 
whom would have eluded payment had 
they had a woman only to deal with. 


Suye's establishment was registered 


in the name of George Henry, a sea- 
man of the United States ship Olympia. 
When, however, the time for the op- 
eration of $he revised treaties was «t 
hand, Suye saw that inconvenience 
might be caused by carrying on busi- 
ness in the name of a man who did 
not reside in Yokonama. She thought 
'of registering in her own name, but 
tie fiature oT her business suggested 
the advisability of continuing the for- 
eign-protection" system as far as pos- 
sible. Miller seemed just the kind of 
person to -suit her purpose, and she 
made the proposition to him. He ac- 
cepted it with delight, and il was ar- 
ranged that an application in due form 
Bboildbesent to the United States 
Consulate on July 15. But, in the 
meanwhile, Suye 'began* to entertain 
doubts as to the wisdom of her choice. 
She saw Miller ia something of his 
true light, and on July 16 she informed 
him of her resolve to make no change 
in the registration.

the land on the Islands capable of pro- 
ducing sugar cane had been taken up, 
andi that the output of this product 
could by no possibility ever average 
morei than 250,000 tons or sbo.OOO torn 
per ytear 'at the very outside. This is 
entirely wrong. 


The superficial area of the Islands, ia 


1,700,000 hectaresd hectare equate 2.471 
acres), of which it is true that about 
1,000,000 hectares of arid mountains, 
desert, volcanoes, and steril lawteds 
are impossible of cultivation. But of 
the 700,000 hectares remaining it te
